The clothing dollar, the tra v ­ 
elers’ dollar, the am usem ent dollar 
ne! other dollars, have been made 
more valuable too. 
But the food do! 
a r leads the others with an advance 
of twenty-five per cent since June 
The departm ent figures 
show 
the 
food dollar Is worth exac tly 56.1 cents 
is compared with 1913. 
Turning it 
around you pay only $1.78 for the food 
which In 1913 cost $1.00. 
Along last 
June it took $2 19 to buy that amount 
it food. 
The dollar then was worth 
only 45.7 cents as 
compared 
with 
1913. 
Then there are different kinds of 
food dollars. 
Tile sirloin steak dol 
tar is now worth approximately 64 
c nts as com pared with the 1913 sir­ 
loin steak dollar. 
In July the dollar 
was worth only 52 cents.
